The 22nd Annual Public Safe- 
ty Awards ceremony and dinner 
was held on November 5, at the 
Post Home on Greenbelt Road. 
Held each autumn, the event is 
sponsored and organized as part 
of the “Americanism” promotion 
of the American Legion. 

Attendees included officials of 
the Legion, including Commander 
Kathleen Linkenhoker, who pre- 
sented honorees with awards. 
Mayor Judith Davis, all mem- 
bers of the city council and City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
represented the City of Greenbelt.

Greenbelt Police Department 

Chief James Craze began the pre-

sentation by awarding this year’s 
Law Enforcement Officer of the 
Year to Greenbelt native Corporal 
Ronald F. Walter. Noting that 
all officers in the department are 
“well-deserving,” Craze explained 
this year’s choice and detailed 
Walter’s career. 

Walter began working in 
Greenbelt in 1984 at first in the 
Public Works Department. Two 
years later he joined the Police 
Department as a communications 
specialist. He became a police 
officer in 1988 in the Patrol Di- 
vision. 

Walter has received 64 com- 
mendations, letters of apprecia- 
tion and other awards and has 
been active in helping the fam- 
ilies of fallen police officers. 
Craze described how Walter 
helped save the life of a woman 
involved in a car accident and, 
in great detail, how Walter had 
assisted earlier this year with the 
arrest of a crime suspect armed 
with a 12-gauge shotgun. 

Walter thanked his family who 


were present, including his moth- 
er, and noted that only through a 
“team effort” was the department 
able to overcome obstacles. 

In presenting the city’s award 
to Walter, Davis’ statement was 
greeted with laughter when she 
said she had met Walter “on a 
professional basis.” She added 
quickly that he had assisted her 
after an auto accident. She noted 
Walter’s “high level of judgment 
and self-control, tremendous re- 
straint and professionalism” as 
displayed in the arrest situation. 

Park Police Award 

Commander Warren Boyer of 
the U.S. Park Police Greenbelt 
Station introduced Officer Brian 
H. Phillips as Officer of the Year. 
Phillips, as Boyer described, 
joined the Park Police in 2003 
and has been assigned to the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway. 

This is the second time he 
has received the award, hav- 
ing received it in 2004 for his

WMATA Asks for Reconsideration 
Or, If Unsuccessful, a Full Trial 


There have been more filings 
in the lawsuit between Greenbelt 
Ventures and WMATA (Wash- 
ington Metropolitan Area Transit 
Authority). WMATA has asked 
U.S. District Court Judge Alex- 
ander Williams, Jr., to reconsider 
his decision to allow the lawsuit 
to proceed on Greenbelt Ventures’ 
claim that there was an implied 
contract for WMATA to approve 
Greenbelt Ventures (in place of 
Greenbelt Metroland) as the de- 
veloper of the land adjacent to 
the Greenbelt Metro Station. 

In a Motion for Reconsidera- 
tion and Motion to Amend/Cor- 
rect Scheduling Order, WMATA 
indicates if the Motion for Re- 
consideration is denied, WMATA 
will take an immediate appeal 
to the Court of Appeals for the 
Fourth Circuit in Richmond, Va., 
in order to continue to assert its 
rights to sovereign immunity. In 
describing the factual background 
of the Greenbelt Metro develop- 
ment saga, WMATA indicates 
that the previous agreement with 
Greenbelt Metroland for the sale 
of the land will expire on March 
2011 if the developmental mile- 
stones established pre-conditions 
for the completion of title trans- 
fer have not been accomplished. 

In an additional court filing, 
both WMATA and Greenbelt 
Ventures have indicated that they 
do not wish to have their dispute 
resolved in a hearing by a U.S

Magistrate but by a full trial and 
that early settlement discussions 
are unlikely to lead to resolution 
of their dispute. 

As reported earlier in the 
News Review (April 29, Septem- 
ber 23), Greenbelt Ventures (con- 
sisting of Petrie Ross Ventures 
backed by Prudential Insurance 
Company funding) sought to as- 
sume the rights to develop the 
Greenbelt Metro parcel originally 
granted by WMATA to Metroland 
(a venture of the A.H. Smith 
Companies and Prince George’s 
County developer Daniel Colton) 


in a 2000 Joint Development 
Agreement. When WMATA did 
not approve the transfer of de- 
velopment rights, Greenbelt Ven- 
tures sued WMATA on a variety 
of counts (grounds). WMATA 
sought dismissal of the lawsuit 
arguing that as a creation of the 
governments of Maryland, Vir- 
ginia and the District of Colum- 
bia, it shared in their sovereign 
immunity and was immune from 
lawsuits except as it has agreed 
to be liable to lawsuits. On

Her students 
range from kinder- 
garten to grade 6 and are in- 
cluded in general education most 
of the day.

Five to 
ten is the norm per period. “My 
focus is teaching kids how to 
read. Too many kids have missed 
out on acquiring early skills. 
Helping them catch up gives me

Neil Simon Play Scores 
High on Greenbelt Stage

Long before seem- 
ingly everyone in show 
business was in rehab or 
had their every indiscre- 
tion described in detail 
in the tabloids (af even 
the tabloids existed) and 
when rotary dial landline 
phones were all that ex- 
isted, there were wonder- 
ful plays by Neil Simon. 
One of his best, “Chapter 
Two” is now playing at 
the Greenbelt Arts Center 
(GAC) in a wonderful 
production. 

The play was first 
performed in 1977 and 
later made into a movie 
starring James Caan and 
Marsha Mason. 

Simon is one of the 
most popular playwrights 
for good reason. Many 
people can relate to the 
situations he portrays; some of 
his plays are at least partly drawn 
from his life experiences. There 
is a sweet and timeless innocence 
about the situations and characters. 

“Chapter Two” is no excep- 
tion. It is the story of recently 
widowed author and playwright, 
George, whose brother Leo in- 
sists he should resume dating. 
George, while working on his 
book, accidentally calls one of the 
prospective dates, Jennie, whose 
phone number Leo has left for 
him. Jennie, a recently divorced 
actress, has a friend, Faye, who 
pushes her to start dating again. 
George and Jennie talk and are 
so intrigued with each other they 
decide to meet for a 5-minute 
“look.” They soon fall in love 
but are they each ready to make a 
commitment? 

Zachary Brewster-Geisz and 
Jenna Jones, both well known to 
the GAC stage, give their usual 
Superb performances as George 
and Jennie. They bring much 
energy to the witty repartee of 
Simon’s dialogue. 

The subplot of the relation- 
ship between Leo and Faye adds 
most of the comedy. Their hilari- 
ously drawn characters are played 
perfectly by GAC favorite Bob 
Kleinberg and newcomer Ronda

Traffic Issues Focus 


Of Senior Forum 

About 25 people attended the 
Senior Citizens Advisory Com- 
mittee Open Forum held on Sep- 
tember 25. Mayor Judith Davis, 
Councilmembers Rodney Roberts, 
Leta Mach, Konard Herling and 
Edward Putens were among them 
and had a chance to hear attend- 
ees’ areas of concern firsthand. 
Those who attended had the op- 
portunity to express concerns, 
compliments and anything else 
on their minds relative to the city 
of Greenbelt. 

A major topic of discussion 
was the persistent violation of 
traffic laws by drivers throughout 
Greenbelt. Specific violations 
mentioned were failure of driv- 
ers to obey stop signs, failure to 
yield to pedestrians in crosswalks 
and drivers exceeding posted 
speed limits. Davis and Green- 
belt Police Capt. Thomas Kemp 
reminded the audience that, effec- 
tive October 1, it is illegal to use 
any hand-held electronic devices 
while driving. 

Other issues raised and dis- 
cussed were the question of 
whether the city has the abil- 
ity to give status reports to resi- 
dents during emergencies such as 
prolonged power outages and a 
question about how the city and 
GHI deal with residents who are 
hoarders. 

The committee is in the pro- 
cess of preparing and finalizing a 
report on the forum and expects 
to present it to council before the 
end of the year.

reading comprehension, vocabu- 
lary,’ she says. One shtick she 
uses to motivate the students is 
to cook up a Rewards Popcorn 
Treat on the hot plate tucked 
away among the myriad books. 
“The butter smells so good,” she 
says, smiling. Her classroom 
rules, posted prominently, help 
guarantee courtesy and mutual re- 
spect: Work quietly; Raise your 
hand; Follow directions; Speak in 
a respectful and positive way to 
classmates; Keep the floor clean 
and tidy. 
Student Reading 

Dorsey’s students read inde- 
pendently every day from books 
they’ve selected on their own 
(with choices provided by Dors- 
ey). They often immerse them- 
selves in Madeleine L’Engle’s “A 
Wrinkle in Time,” C.S. Lewis’s 
“Chronicles of Narnia” and Lois 
Lowry’s “Number the Stars.” 

At Dorsey’s sweet urgings 
her students respond creatively 
in three ways. First, they have 
built a box with figurines from 
“The Lion and The Wardrobe” 
(C.S. Lewis), for example, Lucy 
and her lion are there in the 
wardrobe. 

They’ve also created board 
games requiring participants to 
answer questions about the fic- 
tional characters in their cho- 
sen books. Was Lucy crying 
when Mr. Tunmus was captured? 
Why did Edward get put in jail? 
Whose island are the beavers on? 
A correct answer lets you move 
around the board toward “home.” 

Last, Dorsey points proudly to 
letters on the wall students have 
written to the authors, thanking 
them or asking questions. Does 
Madeleine L’Engle know she has 
such adoring fans? 

Dorsey’s teaching career began 
informally when she started help- 
ing her elementary school class- 
mates with their homework. She 
tutored in middle school — free 
— and even helped a neighbor’s 
son, a high school student, with 
his math. His mother “gave me 
a lovely gift — a big pie. I liked 
the whole process so I stuck with 
it,” she says. 

Letters 

So many students are lucky 
she did! Dorsey showed me a 
handful of letters written by stu- 
dents years after they had passed 
through her class. One boy, a 
product of foster care, wrote 
Dorsey that he “dreaded your 
class because you were so tough 
on me. But you are the best 
thing that ever happened to me.” 

Another boy tracked Dors- 
ey down though she no longer 
taught at the school he had at- 
tended and wrote, “You have 
saved me from the mean streets. 
I never imagined that I would go 
to college.” 

Another boy asked for help 
with his college research paper. 
Yet another boy brought his fi- 
anceé up from Georgia to meet 
Dorsey. And one girl wrote 20 
years after leaving Dorsey’s class, 
“I’m sorry I let years go by be- 
fore thanking you for being such 
a wonderful teacher. If the coun- 
try had more teachers like you,

the kids would stay in school and 
graduate.” 

As she folds up her album 
of precious testimonials, Dorsey 
says, “The kids are what keep 
me going.” 

A highlight of her career was 
teaching a unit on the Holocaust. 
“Then we took a field trip to the 
Holocaust Museum,” Dorsey said. 

Very admiring interviewer: 
“What frustrates you about your 
job?” 

Dorsey: The public does not 
recognize the hard work and ded- 
ication of teachers, the many hats 
we wear, the hours we put in.”

McSears also runs the SPIRE 
(Special Program for Inculcating 
Reading Excellence) intervention 
program for students two years or 
more below reading level. This 
is a high-intensity program which 
deals with only two or three stu- 
dents at a time. 

Principal Phyllis Gillens says 
that McSears “is an exemplary 
educator, committed to our stu- 
dents in and out of the class- 
room. She gives an effort above 
and beyond the call of duty.” 

Honors Assembly 

McSears has shouldered the 
responsibility of coordinating 
the Honors Day assembly four 
times a year. These assemblies 
recognize students from second 
to sixth grades who make the 
honor roll. Parents are invited; 
students walk across the stage 
and receive gift incentives from 
local businesses like Domino’s 
Pizza, Friendly’s Ice Cream 


Parlor and Chevy’s Restaurant. 
She also brings in a variety of 
speakers for the Honors Day 
assemblies. 

Also, on her own time, Mc- 
Sears tutors at home one-on-one. 

This is paid work but “for 
single moms who can’t afford 
it,” she says, “I have a low fee. 
I like to think of it as community 
service; at least it gives me some 
extra gas money.” 

On the wall in her classroom 
are the following three crite- 
ria for permissible talk, which 
our politicians and we ourselves 
could profitably heed: Listen to 
each other; Express yourself in 
clear, audible sentences; Agree 
or disagree with each other but 
explain why. 

And McSears’ very positive 
quote of the week is “It’s OK to 
ask for help. “I’m worth it.” 

Ayanna McSears’s students are 
challenging. But she is obviously 
up to the challenge.

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Johnsons’ Charges to Date 
Do Not Involve Greenbelt

On Friday, November 12 local 
and national news outlets report- 
ed the arrest of Prince George’s 
County Executive Jack B. John- 
son and his wife, Councilwoman- 
elect Leslie Johnson. They were 
charged with witness tampering 
and destruction of evidence. 

A press release by the Mary- 
land U.S. Attorney’s office indi- 
cates these arrests are part of a 
wide-ranging criminal investiga- 
tion into “allegations that certain 
real estate developers in Prince 
George’s County, Maryland were 
bribing public officials in ex- 
change for official acts favorable 
to the developers and their com- 
panies.” 

The press release further 
states: “The Prince George’s 
County Department of Hous- 
ing and Community Develop- 
ment (“DHCD”) administers the 
HOME Investment Partnerships 
program, which provides federal 
grants to states and localities to 
fund the construction, purchase 
and/or rehabilitation of affordable 
housing for rent or home-owner-

ship. According to the complaint, 
the Director of DHCD has the 
authority to recommend which 
developers should receive HOME 
funds for development projects 
in the County. A developer with 
projects in Prince George’s Coun- 
ty sought and obtained HOME 
funds from the County for the 
developer’s projects. The com- 
plaint alleges that Jack Johnson 
received cash and checks, includ- 
ing a $100,000 check, from the 
developer in return for Johnson’s 
help, in his official capacity as 
County Executive, in securing 
HOME funds for the developer’s 
projects.” 

It is not known at this time 
whether the investigation in- 
volves any development activ- 
ity in Greenbelt. No housing 
involving federal grants for af- 
fordable housing is known to be 
planned for Greenbelt but there 
was a proposal for senior hous- 
ing, which might have involved 
subsidies, on a parcel in Berwyn 
Heights adjacent to Greenbelt’s 
borders.

dedication to duty. While also 
serving as a field training officer, 
Phillips has made 94 arrests this 
year, including four fugitive arrests 
and another in which a stolen car 
was recovered. 

Phillips’ father, wife and daugh- 
ter were present. After thanking 
them for their support, he also 
thanked his coworkers for their 
“true friendship.” 

Deputy Chief Jason Morgal of 
the Greenbelt Volunteer Fire De- 
partment and Rescue Squad named 
Firefighter Robert Harmon as Fire- 
fighter of the Year, praising him for 
his initiative and enthusiasm and 
the “exceptional amount” of work 
he has taken on. Morgal described 
how Harmon was instrumental 
in purchasing materials for safety 
drills at the firehouse. 

After receiving his awards, Har- 
mon thanked his family and friends 
for understanding his obligation to 
the Fire Department. 

Berwyn Heights 

Representing Berwyn Heights 
Volunteer Fire Department, Chief 
Chuck Fusco explained how he 
was “blessed to have a good team 
of people.” He then announced 
the selection of Emergency Medi- 
cal Technician Jane Schmidt to re- 
ceive the award for the department. 

Schmidt joined the Prince 
George’s Fire Department in 1994 
and transferred to Berwyn Heights 
that same year. She graduated 
from the University of Maryland 
with a degree in electrical engi- 
neering and has twice been in Iraq 
to train soldiers. 

During one of the snows of 
the past winter, Fusco explained, 
while on a call for a victim having 
a cardiac emergency, Schmidt’s 
ambulance got stuck in the snow. 
After walking a distance through 
deep snow to the victim’s home, 
she was able to “commandeer” the 
SUV of a police officer who lived 


nearby to take the victim to the 
hospital. 

Delegate Anne Healey, in her 
award presentation, said she was 
“touched” by Schmidt’s service 
in Iraq. 

Last but not least, Kenny Hall, 
director of the Greenbelt Public 
Works Department, and assisted by 
Assistant Directors Lesley Riddle 
and Carolyn Clemens, named four 
employees to receive awards. Karl 
Scaggs, Frank Kellaher, Michael 
Fox and Robert Tripe stood as Hall 
detailed their many accomplish- 
ments. 

Skaggs, Hall said, has accom- 
plished many things in over 30 
years of service but has not been 
concerned about who gets credit 
for them. Hall called Kellaher the 
“snow czar” and praised him for 
orchestrating snow operation for 
the department. Although Fox was 
not able to attend, Hall praised the 
tree technician for “working tire- 
lessly to maintain public safety” 
after 400 trees were lost in last 
year’s storms. Tripe was honored 
for his “Herculean efforts” in keep- 
ing sidewalks passable during the 
snowstorms.

September 1, Judge Williams dis- 
missed all counts but one of the 
Greenbelt Ventures lawsuit. The 
surviving count claims that there 
was an implied contract between 
Greenbelt Ventures and WMATA 
based on WMATA’s acceptance 
of Greenbelt Ventures efforts 
to accomplish the infrastructure 
approvals and improvements re- 
quired by WMATA’s original 
agreement with Metroland as pre- 
conditions for the actual transfer 
of ownership of the land and 
WMATA’s from Greenbelt Ven- 
tures of annual payments that are 
required to be paid by Metroland 
as a condition of the original 
Joint Development Agreement. 

The whole matter is entwined 
with an intricate series of legal 
arguments. WMATA argued 
that there is no written contract 
between Greenbelt Ventures and 
WMATA (WMATA’s Joint Devel- 
opment Agreement is with Green- 
belt Metroland) so the legal doc- 
trine of the Statute of Frauds (no 
oral or implied contracts for the 
sale of land or for matters that 
will not be executed within one 
year) should defeat the claims of 
Greenbelt Ventures. 

However, if a party accepts 
benefits or partial performance 
as if there is a legal contract, 
this may constitute a defense to 
the Statute of Frauds and allow 
a legal action based on implied 
contract to proceed notwithstand- 
ing the Statute of Frauds. Green- 
belt Ventures claims that it sought 
local government developmental 
approvals, designed a multi-sto- 
ried parking garage to replace 
surface parking at the transit sta- 
tion and paid annual amounts to 
WMATA required under the Joint 
Development Agreement Greenbelt 
Ventures argued that this constitutes 
partial performance by them of 
their contract to become developer 
of the Greenbelt Metro parcel. 

Judge Williams did not dismiss

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the lawsuit, allowing the matter to 
proceed to trial, because WMATA 
having allegedly accepted partial 
performance, 1.e. the benefits of the 
“contract” as asserted by Greenbelt 
Ventures, may be “estopped” from 
asserting the Statute of Frauds re- 
quirement for a written instrument. 
But WMATA in the Motion for 
Reconsideration argues that its sov- 
ereign immunity doesn’t allow it to 
be subject to the “estoppel” claims 
of Greenbelt Ventures; WMATA 
argues that while it has consented 
to contract claims (“waived its 
immunity”), it has not waived im- 
munity against the defenses to the 
Statute of Frauds that Greenbelt 
Ventures argued should allow the 
lawsuit to continue. 

Not surprisingly, Greenbelt Ven- 
tures does not agree with WMA- 
TA’s interpretation of the applica- 
tion of the doctrine of immunity to 
defenses to the Statute of Frauds. 
(Readers should recognize that the 
legal arguments described could 
only apply if the facts underly- 
ing the theories are established at 
trial or are uncontroverted as this 
case proceeds toward trial or other 
resolution.) 

Judge Williams will resolve this 
“disagreement” when he rules on 
the Motion for Reconsideration. 

In its Motion for Reconsid- 
eration, WMATA suggests that if 
Judge Williams doesn’t dismiss 
the remaining count of the lawsuit, 
WMATA will take an immediate 
appeal to the Fourth Circuit. Nor- 
mally, a party to a lawsuit who is 
unhappy with a ruling by a judge 








McAndrew & Zitver 
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must wait until the lawsuit is over 
to appeal the judge’s decision. 
However, for a very small number 
of reasons, including denial of a 
claim of sovereign immunity, an 
appeal can be made in the midst 
of the lawsutt. 

WMATA’s assertion that the 
2011 Joint Development Agreement 
expires in March 2011 and that 
the conditions for the real estate 
closing have not been met is an- 
other aspect of the whole Greenbelt 
Metro Station development quag- 
mire mentioned in the additional 
court documents. As that March 
2011 date rapidly approaches, ad- 
ditional controversy and potential 
litigation are expected to develop 
over the date of expiration, the 
accomplishment or failure to 
accomplish the conditions neces- 
sary for final transfer of title and 
which party is to blame for any 
failure to accomplish those con- 
ditions. Greenbelt Ventures has 
claimed that WMATA thwarted 
its efforts to build a “billion dol- 
lar” project.

For 14 years on Halloween 
night Amethyst Dwyer and her 
husband, Dorian Winterfeld, have 
transformed their home into a 
haunted house worthy of the 
Addams family or the fiction of 
Edgar Allan Poe.

bolt through his skull (Zachary 
Voith). 

Amethyst and Dorian used 
a plethora of props to enhance 
the horror: skeletons, cobwebs, 
gargoyles, a smoke machine and 
candelabra.

Longtime Greenbelter Lossie 
Falter has moved from Greenbelt 
after living here almost continu- 
ously for 72 years. Happily, her 
new home is in nearby Bowie, 
well within visiting range. 

Falter had been a Greenbelter 
since the age of 17, when her 
parents, Harry and Amer Thur- 
ston, moved from Washington, 
D.C., where her dad worked at 
the Navy Yard. They settled here 
at 35-K Ridge Road in the new 
town she described as “out in the 
country.” 

Falter finished out her senior 
year at McKinley Tech High 
School in Washington but quickly 
found friends in her new neigh- 
borhood, like Varina Craig (now 
McGowan), a member of the 
Class of 1939 at the new Green- 
belt High School. 

The two girls became lifelong 
friends and Falter was consid- 
ered an honorary member of that 
class, through the years joining in 
all the GHS reunions. 

Lossie and Varina attended USO 
dances in Laurel during WWII 
(driven there by Dr. James W. 
McCarl, the town’s dentist). In 
fact that’s where Lossie met Dave 
Falter. They were married at Fort 
Lincoln chapel in 1944, while 
Dave was still in the service. 

After the war the Falters moved 
to an apartment in Greenbelt, then 
to 1-H Gardenway and later to 4-B 
Gardenway as their family grew 
to four sons: first, Ron and Tom, 
and nine years later, twins Bob 
and Bill. 

An only child herself, Lossie 
was always close to her cousins, 
aunts and uncles in the Richmond, 
Va., area, her family’s roots. Keep- 
ing up those relationships and car-

ing for her husband and the boys 
made for a busy life. 

At several times during this 
period Falter was a working 
mother, too, putting in nights at 
the Government Printing Office 
for several years and later at the 
Greenbelt City offices.
